(By the Associated Press) 
JERUSALEM—The Arab delega­ 
tion which was sent to London a 
year ago to protest against the es­ 
tablishment of the Jewish home­ 
land in Palestine! has returned and 
given out a .summary of its achieve­ 
ments.

Mazim 
Pasha 
Husseine, 
chairman of the delegation, says in 
his report that whereas they did 
not accomplish all that they had 
hoped 
for, 
neverthless 
they had 
aroused public sentiment in England 
and had won the sympathy of many 
leading persons connected with the 
British government. The report was 
made to the Fifth Moslem Christian 
congress, which was brought togeth­ 
er at Nablus for the purpose o < 
hearing what the delegation had tc 
say. At the same time the congress 
outlined its future plans. 
It decided to boycott the new 
constitution, which it considers in­ 
imical to the cause of the Arabs; 
to take no part in the elections, and 
to dissuade all Mohammedans and 
Christians from serving on the leg­ 
islative council. 
It urged upon the Arabs the ne- 
eeissity of standing together and 
refusing to sell lands to the Jews. 
A manifesto was sent out from 
the congress to all Mohammedans 
and Christians of the country in the 
following words. “We the delegates 
of the Arab people of Palestine in 
the fifth congress held at Nablus, 
pledge ourselves to God, to history 
and to the nation to continue our 
endeavors looking toward the in­ 
dependence of our country, to bring 
about Arab unity by all legal and 
lawful means, and to refuse the 
Jewish National Home, and Zion­ 
ist immigration.” 
It was decided also that a trade 
boycott of the Jews be instituted, 
the ways and means thereof to be 
decided upon later 
The British mandate in Palestine 
was officially proclaimed in Jerusa­ 
lem September 12, upon which oc­ 
casion Lord Allen by, British high 
commissioner for Egypt; Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Palestine commissioner, and 
Emir Abullah, the; ruler of Trans- 
jordania, took the oaths of office. 
Sir Herbert Samuel, in his inaugur­ 
al address, said that the Holy Land 
was about to enter upon a period of 
peace aud progress under British 
dominion, and that as representa­ 
tive of King George he would con­ 
duct the administration without fear 
or favor; with justice to all, and 
with partiality for none. 
The executive committee of the 
Moslem-Christian 
Society 
did 
not 
attend the ceremonies as a protest 
against the mandate and the consti­ 
tution, and it called a general strike 
of the Arab followers to the same 
end.

One third of the population of the 
United States will be flying in diri­ 
gibles in the near future, according 
to a prediction of A. Leo Stevens, 
2hief instructor of aeronautics for 
the United States Army at Scott 
Field, near here. Mr. Stevens, in 
1902, made the first dirigible, flight 
in this country. 
The dirigibles, Mr. Stevens said. 
will range in size from the small 
“vest pocket’’ 
type to mammoth 
machines carrying from IO to 20 
motors. 
“The d-irigible of the future wiH 
have pontoons,” he asserted, “and 
the water will be helpful for land­ 
ing places. 
The machines of the 
future will carry from ten to twenty 
motors. The compartments in the 
large airships will be equipped with 
safety berths.
